Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 ( 37 of 1954 ), is hereby published as 
required by the said sub-section, for information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken 
into consideration after the expiiy of a period of sixty days from the date on which 
copies of the Official Gazette in which this Notification is published, are made 
ayailable to the public; 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Secretaiy, 
Ministiy of Health and Family Welfare, Government of India, Nirman Bhavan, 
New Delhi - 110001. 

The objections and suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft rules within the period specified above, will be considered 
by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

I (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
(...Amendment) Rules, 2001. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the 
Official Gazette except sub-rules (ii) and (iii) of rule 2 of these rules 
which shall come into force after six months on and from the date of 
such publication.

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( 6 ) Inorganic matter not more than 0.5 percent. 

(HCl insoluble) 

(7) Lead (as Pb), not more than 10 ppm. 

( 8 ) Arsenic (as As) not more than 3 ppm. 

Alumina used in colour shall conform to following, namely 

(a) Identity: Alumina (dried aluminium hydroxide) is a white, odourless, 
tasteless, amorphous powder consisting essentially of Aluminium 
hydroxide (AloO^ x H 2 O).
